Research Is Essential 


The genesis of all material progress із found in endless re- 
search and experiment. Articles running the gamut from ma- 
chines to drugs may have their roots in discoveries that were 
made in past centuries and which had no practical value at the 
time. They may be the whole which is made up of parts con- 
tributed by scores or even hundreds of scientists, living in dif 
ferent eras and different lands 

The December issue of Fortune offers a graphic ex 
this. The newest addition to the arts И mass 
communication is tel LU. S. broad- 
casts were made only about a quarter-century ago and the 
first regctar broadcasts didn't start until 1939. Pr ess in both 
broadcasting and receiving equipment has been astonishing. But, 
as Fortune points out, television never had an inventor, It was, 
instead, a development, and is the result of a century and a half 
of experimentation and research, “much of it conducted by in- 
spired dreamers who had no way of knowing where their work 
was leading.” Scientists from a long list of nations made es- 
sential contributions—the United States, Italy, France, England, 
Germany, Holland and Sweden, 

It is obvious that, in these chaotic and swift moving times, 
any nation which fails to keep up with the march of research— 
both fundamental and applied—is inviting trouble. And, accord- 
ing to an article contributed to the Journal of Commerce by Wil- 
liam C. Foster, president of the Manufacturing Chemists’ As- 
sociation, w are lagging behind in fundamental research — 
“both in comparison with our needs and with advances in other 
countries, particularly Soviet Russia." He points out, incident- 
ally, that it is difficult to narrowly define the term fundamental 

d for the purposes of his discussion he regards it a: 

y ch which produces new fundamental knowledge. Also, 

he does not think that the scientist engaged in fundamental re 

search should be regarded as superior to one engaged in applica- 

tion research—that is, research which has a definite objective, 

whether it be a new drug or a new bomb. Both types of re- 
search, he believes, are of equal importance. 

Much fundamental research is done by industries. Yet there 
are obstac! here. As Mr. Foster says, “most fundamental re- 
search is highly speculative.” A business concern naturally ex- 
pects its research investment, like any other investment, to show 
a reasonable return in a reasonable length of time. The shorter- 
range objectives usually are given precedence. So, to quote him 
again, "Experience" has shown that industrial laboratories are not 
the environment best suited to produce results in fundamental 
research. 

As a consequence, a number of companies, both within and 
without. the chemical industry (which budgets some $300,000,000 
а year for research) are making substantial contributions to col- 
lege, university and other laboratories removed from the com- 
mercial world. The only restriction is that the funds be used for 
fundamental research alone. 

In Mr. Foster's view, "The problem is here now, but the 
solution is a long way off.

It is clearly a problem that affects not only our 
prospects for future material advancement, but our security and

25 Years Of Progress 

How do meat príces of today compare with those of 25 years 
ago? 

Imost anyone would answer that they're much higher now. 
‘That is true, if only dollars-and-cents figures are considered. But 
they are cheaper in terms of the amount of time the average in- 
dustrial worker has to put in to earn the money to buy his meat. 

To use two illustrations, in 1929 it took this worker 49 
minutes to earn the price of a pound of round steak and 47 
minutes in the case; of a pound of ham. Now the figures are 30 
minutes and 24 minutes respectively. 

Many diverse factors have made that salutary development 
pocsible. One of them is the remarkably economical and ef- 
ficient job done by the meat packers — the concerns that see 
to it that consumers in every far-flung reach of this vast country 
can obtain whatever cuts of meat they want when they want 
them. Impossible as it may seem, packers frequently sell dressed 
beef for less money than they paid for the animal on the hoof. 
They make up the difference, pay their overhead costs, and earn 
a small profit through the sale of non-edible by-products, such as 
hides that go into leather goods and glands that are the source 
of medicines. 

Meat packing is a fine example of the kind of competitive 
enterprise that has built and continues to build our living stand- 
ards. 


More Food For More People 

Between now and 1975, if predictions made by the census 
takers are correct, there will be 200,000,000 mouths to feed in 
this country—some 44,000,000 more than at present. Yet the 
amount of land available for food production is expected to in- 
crease little, if at all. And it is probable that the number of 
people employed in agriculture will show no marked change. 

How, then, can agriculture possibly do the job? Does this mean 
that our living standards are due for a decline, so far as food 
and fiber are concerned? 

As Dean of Agriculture Harry J. Reed of Purdue University, 
has made clear, the history of agriculture has been one of greater 
production with less labor. A century ago it took five man-hours 
to produce a bushel of corn—now it can be done with about four 
minutes work. Even since 1940, farm output per man-hour of 
labor has increased by 45 percent—nearly half. — , 

The main reason for such revolutionery progress is found in

Dove shooting season opened at 
noon, Saturday, December 1ith, 
fcr what really is the high point 
of the 1954-55 hunting season. 
All hunters can participate in 
this state-wide dove shoot (since 
dogs are not necessary, as in 


quail hunting) and undoubtedly: 


a huge army will take to the 


fields. 

Biologists claim hunters an- 
nually bag only 4 (four) per- 
cent of the dove crop, so “bird 
lovers" need not 
much. 

The daily consumption of 
shotgun shells, per hunter, is 
figured, roughly, at three boxes 
(75) shells, with the bag of birds 
per man ranging from "not so 
much as a feather" to maybe 
one or two doves. Yes, for all 
this ammunition! A very few 
marksmen do better, but doves 
are notoriously hard to hit. 

"Dealers who have shotgun 
shells on their shelves figure 
they'll be "cleaned out" long 
before the 20-day dove season 
ends. For sure there'll be a lot 
of noise, with some few doves 
actually -killed, plus some fun, 
provided no hunters get shot 
themselves. So now to lay in 
several cases of shells, 12s and 
16s, for the coming event.
